We have never published a number of the Union

that was fraught with more interesting papers than
the present. Independently of the important letter
of the President, and the admirable report of the
Secretary of the Treasury in reply, upon the duties
to be levied on imports into the ports of Mexico, we
ay before our readers the very interesting despatches
from General Taylor, aud a letter from Commodore
'Conner, concerning the landing of our troops at Vera
Cruz. The two sets cf despatches were brought by
the southern steamboat this evening. The despatches
from General Taylor were brought to the Secretary
of War by Mr. Crittenden, a volunteer aid of Gen.
Taylor. The Commodore's letter came to the Secre-

tary of the Navy through the mail from New Orleans.
Gen. Taylor's letters confirm the brilliant victory

which was won by our arms at Eueua Vista. The
los of the enemy by bat tle is los than was originally
reported, though it is heavy indeed. Our own loss is
considerably less, though it comprises some of the
beat and bravest men of our glorious army, made up,
as it was, mostly of volunteers, with
some of the finest regular troops in the world. But
the loss of the Mexican army by starvation, desertion,
and disorganization, is still more striking. General
Taylor's three despatches are respectively dated
February 21th, 25th, and March 1st. They state, in.
the General's usually laconic, modest, but e? pressive
terms, the beginning, end, and some of the most
important results of this remarkable battle. The
most important of these results is the great loss of
the enemy their retreat, and partial, perhaps total
dissolution their fatal disorganization their utter
incapacity to Larrass at this time our own troops,
who have returned to their original position at Agua
Nueva. General Taylor has sent a corps farther to
harrass him on the retreat, and to seize bis supplies.
The General further proposes to return to Monterey,
and reopen the communication between that town and
the Rio Grande. The panic of the Mexican marau-
ders is calculated of itself almost to effect this object
in a few days. We cannot but again congratulate
our country on this brilliant victory. We subjoin a
list of. the killed and wounded of our army. The
death of these brave men affects every American
heart with the keenest sympathy. It is the cypress
interwoven with the laurel.

If we turn our eves further to the south, bright
achievements again await us, to heighten the glory
of our country. We lay before our readers the only
despatch from Commodore Conner, which relates to
the debarkation of our troops at Vera Cruz. Never
was any landing more happily effected with finer
weather, and under more auspicious circumstances.
Another and a later letter is received from the Com-

modore ; but it touches other topics. The Secretary
has received another letter, from a distinguished ofii-c- er

of the navy, under date of the 13th March ; and
he seems to speak of the surrender of the city and
castle as certain in a few days. We are indebted to
the New Orleans papers for the more interesting sub-
sequent details about the investment of the place, and
the few losses which we have sustained. We shall
wait for further accounts from the army and squadron
of Vera Cruz with the greatest impatience ; and hope
that many days will not elapse before we 6hall have
the pleasure of congratulating the country upon the
possession of one of the strongest military posts on
the globe the key of Mexico which opens the gate
of the approach to the capital.

Every patriot will rejoice at these cheering ac-

counts. It accomplishes one of the great objects
- which every American patriot ourht to have at heart

and it is calculated to effect another. We go for
an honorable war, and an honorable peace. The one
certainly leads to the other.

Since writing the above, we understand that Mr.
Crittenden left General Taylor, with his army, at
Agua Nueva on the 2d of March, and brought the
despatches along the usual route from Monterey to
Camargo, under the escort of about 230 troops, com-
manded by Major GedJings, having along a train o
some 131) empty wagons. As they approached Cer-ralv- o,

a small party was sent in to provide forage,
&.c, when the enemy, under Urrea, were discovered,
about 1,500 strong. Our troops were immediately
placed on the defensive, and received the assault ot
the superior numbers with the resolution of men
determined to cut their way through. They were
Tepulsed with a loss of about 30 men, and while we
lo6t about half the number. A part of our baggage
train was destroyed, (40 or 50 of the wagons,) when
the gallant Urrea mad.; his retreat in the direction of
the Tula pass. The teamsters were unwilling to
proceed without a stronger escort, and Mr. Crittenden
was detained rive or six days at Cerralvo, when Col.
Curtis arrived from Camargo with a large body of
troops, ile was too late to overtake Urrea, who had
probably commenced his retreat as soon as he heard
of Santa Anna's discomfiture. Col. Curtis proceeded
to Monterey, and the escort and train came on to
Camargo, the enemy having fled as rapidly as possi-
ble, and this may be the last that we shall hear of
them on this side of Tula and San Luis for some
time.

We were amused with an anecdote about the am-
munition wagon, which, by some accident, was cut
off with the others near Cerralvo. It was destroyed,
as most of the others were, by fire, and when" the
explosion unexpectedly took place, killing some,
wounding others, and alarming all, it was regarded
as a Yankee trick, and some wag said our wagons
might henceforth stroll through the land, unharmed,
as each would be regarded as some combustible ma-
chine, designed to ensnare the Mexicans.

FROM GEN. TAYLOR'S CAMP.
Headquarters Armt of Occupation,
Camp on the field of battle, lluena Vista.

Mexico, February 21, IS 17.
Sir: I have the honor to report that, having

become assured on the 20th inst.,that the enemy had
assembled in very heavy force at Encarnacion, thirty
miles in front of Agua Nueva, with the evident de-
sign of attacking my position, I broke up my camp
at the latter placo on the 21st, and took up a strong
liue in front of Buena Vista, seven miles south oT
Saltillo. A cavalry force left at Agua Nueva for the
purpose of covering the removal of supplies was
driven in during the night, and on the morning of the
22d the Mexican army appeared immediately in front
of our position. At 11 o'clock, a. m. a flag was
sent, bearing from General Santa Anna a summons
of unconditional surrender. To which I immediately
returned a negative reply. The summons and my
reply are herewith inclosed. The action was com- -

. menced late in the afternoon between the light troops
on the left flank, but was not seriously engaged until
the morning of the 23d, when the enemy'made an
effort to force the left flank of our position. An ob-
stinate and sanguinary conflict was maintained, with
short intervals, throughout the day, the result being
that the enemy was completely repulsed from our
lines. An attack of cavalry upon the rancho of
ISuena Vieta and a demonstration upon the city of
Saltillo itself were likewise handsomely repelled.
Early in the night the enemy withdrew from his camp
and fell back upon Agua Nueva, a distance of twelve
miles.

Our own forces engaged at all points in this action
fell somewhat short of 5,400 men, while that of the
enemy, from the statement of General Santa Anna,
may be estimated at 20,000. Our success against
such great odds is a sufficient encomium on the good
conduct of our troops. In a more detailed report, 1
shall have the satisfaction of bringing to the notice
of the government th conspicuoua'gailantry of par

ticular officers and corps. I may be permitted here,
however, to acknowledge my great obligations to
Brigadier Generol Wool, the second in command, to
whom I feel particularly indebted for his valuable
services on this occasion.

Our Iofs has been very severe, and will not proba-

bly fall short of 700 men. The Mexican loss has
been immense. I shall take the earliest opportunity
of forwarding a correct list ot the casualties of the
day.

arrives in your camp.

With tiiis view, 1 assure you of my particular
consideration.

Sir : I have respectfully to report that the main
Mexican force is yet at Agua Nueva. Our troops
hold the positions which they have so well defended,
and are prepared to receive the enemy, should he
venture another attack.

An arrangement has been made with General Santa
Anna for an exchange of prisoners, by which we
shall receive all, or nearly all, of those captured from
us at different times, besides the few taken in the
action of the 23d. Our wounded, as well as those of
the Mexicans which have fallen into our hands, have
beeu removed to this place, and are rendered com-

fortable.
Our loss in the recent actions, so far as ascertain-

ed, amounts to 231 killed, 450 wounded, and 26 mis-
sing. One company of the Kentucky cavalry is not
included in this statement, its casualties not being
yet reported. I respectfully enclose a list of the
commissioned ofEcers killed and wounded, embracing
many names of the highest merit.

IIeadqcakteks Ak.my of Occupatio,
Agua Nueva, March 1, lC 17.

Sir : I have the honor to report that the troops of
my command occupied their original camp at this
place on the 27th of February, the last of the Mexi-
can army leaving the morning of that day in the
direction of San Luis. It is ascertained that the
enemy is in full retreat, and in a very disorganized
condition ; the men deserting and dying of starvation
in great numbers. I despatch a command this day
as far as Encarnacion to harrass his rear, and secure
whatever military supplies may be found there.

From the statements of Mexican officers, particu-
larly of the medical staff left to succor the, wounded,
there seems no doubt that their loss in the recent
action is moderately estimated at 1,5)0, and may
reach 2,000 men, killed and wounded; besides 2,000
or 3,000 deserters. Many officers of rank were lost.
I enclose a iit of the names of our own killed and
wounded, made as complete as practicable at this
time. One regiment (Kentucky cavalry) is not in-

cluded, its return not being rendered.
The enemy had fully reckoned upon our total rout,

and had runde arrangements to intercept our retreat,
and cut off the army, stationing for that purpose,
corps of cavalry, not only immediately in our rear,
but even below Monterey. I regret to report that
they succeeded near the village of Marin in destroy-
ing a train of supplies, and --killing c considerable
number of the escort and teamsters. Col. Morgan,
2d Ohio regiment, on his march from Cerralvo to
Monterey, was infested by the Mexican cavalry, with
which he had several rencontres, but finally dispersed
them with small Ios on his own part. Captain
Graham, A. Q. M., volunteer service, was mortally
wounded in one ot these aniirs. I have no doubt
that the defeat of the main army at Ruena Vista, will
secure our line or communication from further inter-
ruption, but I still propose in a few days to change
my head quarters to Monterey, with a view to make
such further arrangements as may be necessary in
that quarter.

The disposition made to harrass our rear, vindicate
the policy and necessity of defending a position in
front of Saltillo, where a defeat has thrown the ene-
my far back into the interior. No result so decisive
could have been obtained by holding Monterey, and
our communications would have been constantly in
jeopardy.

El.hu Curritt, who is now travelling in Ireland,
thus depicts tliu2erings which he witnessed : '

"The first habitation we entered in he Castle-have- n

district was literally a hole in the wall, occu-
pied by what might be 'called, iu America, a squatter,
or a man wljo had burrowed a place for hir..selt and
family in the acute angle of two dilapidated wal.
by the roadside, w here he lived rent free. V en-

tered this stinted den by an aperture abcut th.ee feet
high, and found one or two children lying asleep,
with Wieir eyes pen, in the straw. Such, at least,
was their appearance ; for they scarcely wiiiKcd
while we were before them. The father csme in,
and told us a pitiful story cf want, saying that ;iot a
morsel of food hafl they tasted fur twtntv-fou- r hours.
lie lighted a wisp of straw, and showed us one or
two more children lying in another nook of the cave.
Their mother had died, and'iie was obliged to leave
them alone during most of the day, in order to glean
something for their subsistence.

We were sooa JAon'g'tl.e most wretched habi-
tations that I had yet seen far worse than those in
Skibbereen. Many of them wer flat-roof- ed hovels
half buried in the earth, or built up rfgaiust the rockf,
and covered with rotten straw, seaweed, or turf. In
one, which was scarcely revn feet square, we found
five persons prostrate with the fever, a 1V8 apparently
near their end. A girl, about sixteen, the very pic-

ture of despair, was the only one left who could
administer any relief ; and 11 ehe coufdo was to
bring water in a broken pitcher to slake their parched
lips.

"As we proceeded up the rocky hill overlooking
the scene, we encountered new sights of wretched-
ness. Seeing a cabin standing somewhat by itself,
in a hollow, and surrounded by a moat of green filth,
we entered it with some difficulty, and found a single
child, about three years old, lying upon a kind of a
shelf, with its little face resting upon the edjre of the
board, and looking steadfastly out at the door as if
for its mother. It never moved its eves as we en
tered, but kept them fixed toward the entrance. It
is doubtful whether the poor thing had a mother or
father left to her ; but it is more doubtful still whether
tiiose eyes would have relapsed their vacant gaze, if
both of them had entered at once, witii every thing
that could tempt the palate in their hand. No words
can drscrilie this peculiar appearance of the famished
children. Never have I seen such bright, blue, clear
eyes, looking bo steadfastly at nothing. I could al-

most fancy that the angels of God had been sent to
unreal the vision of these little, patient, perishing
creatures to the beatitudes of another world ; and
that they were listening to the whispers of unseen
spirits, bidding them to wait a little longer.

Leaving this, we entered another cabin, in which
we found seven or eight attenuated young creatures,
with a mother who had pawned her cloak, and could
not venture out to beg for bread, because she was not
fit to be seen on the streets.

Hearing the voice of wailing from a cluster of
huts further up the hill, we proceeded to them, and
entered one, and found several persons weeping over
the dead body of a woman lying by the wall, near
the door. Stretched upon the ground, here and there
lay several sick persons ; and the place seemed a den
of pestilence. The filthy straw was rank with the
festering fever. Leaving this habitation of. death,
we were met by a youg voywrn an agony of
despair, because no one would"jcner a cotiiu to
bury her father in. She pointed to a cart at some
distance, upon which hiß body lay ; and she was
about to follow it to the prave ; and he was such a
good father, she could not tear to lay him like a beast
in the ground; and she bogged a coffn, 'for tho
honor of God. Whjle slie ws wailing and weeping
for this boon, I cas fny'eye towards the cabin we had
just left, and a sight met my view which made its
shudder with horror.' The husbmid of the dead
woman came staggering out, with her body upon his
shoulders, slightly.cpvered with a piece of rotten
canvass. I will not dwell upon the details of this
spectacle. Painfully and slowly he bore the remains
of the late companion of his misery to the cart. We
followed him a little way off, and saw him deposite
his burden alongside of the father of the young
woman, and by her assistance.

"As the two started for the giaveyard, to lury
their own dead, we pursued our walk still further on,
and entered another cabin, where we encountered the
climax of human misery. Surely, thought I, while
regarding this ne v phenomenon of suffering, there
can be no lower deep than this, between us and the
bottom cf the grave. On asking after the condition
of the inmates, the woman to whom we addressed
the c.uestion answered by taking out of the straw
three breathing skeletons, ranging from two to three
feet in he:glit, and entirely naked. And t tete human
things weie alive! If they had been de--d, they
could not have been 6uch frightful spectacles. Thev
were alive, and, wonderful to say, they could stand
upon their feet, and even walk ; but it was awful to
see them do it. Had their bones been divested of the
ßkin that held them together, and been covered with
a veil of thin muslin, they would not have been more
visible. Especially wheu one of them Clung to the
door, while a sister was urging itforward, it assumed
an appearance which can have been 6eldum paralleled
this side of the grave. The effort whi" it nade to
cling to the door disclosed every j" u;V in its frame,
while the deepest lineaof old age furrow! its face.
The enduring of ninety years Qserrow seemed to
chronicle its record of woe upon the poor child's
countenance. I could bear uo more ; kndswe return-
ed to Skibbereen, after having been all the afternoon
among those abodes of misery. On our way, we
overtook the cart , with the two uncoffmcd bodies.
The man and young woman were all that attended
them to "the grave. Last year, the funeral of either
would have called out'Ldreds of mourners fronj--tho- se

hills; but now thejiusband drove his uocoffintd
wife to the grave without a tear in his eye, without a
word of sorrow." " ' ' !
